Report  oi  Schools   Sissiaiaiei-  Term,    1861. 

Fellow  Citizens — Your  Committee  for  the  first  lialf  of  tlie 
year  takes  pleasure  in  saying,  that  thero  has  been,  in  his  opinion, 
a  decided  improvement  from  last  year,  in  some  of*  the  Districts, 
while  in  others,  perhaps  for  the  want  of  proper  care  in  the  choice 
of  teachers,  the  schools  have  not  been  as  good.  Let  the  Pruden- 
tial Committee  all  remember  that  if  they  would  have  good  schools 
they  must  have  good  teachers.  It  is  not  every  person  that  has 
education  enough  to  pas?  a  good  examination  before  a  committee, 
that  is  competent  to  manage  a  school  successfully.  With  one  or 
two  exceptions  the  Districts  in  town,  have  been  very  fortunate,  in 
the  selection  of  teaeher&for  the  Summer  Term. 

District  No.  1.  The  teacher  applied  herself  to  her  work  faith- 
fully. The  school  was  under  the  best  of  discipline,  and  prosperity 
was  the  result. 

District  No.  2.  This  wa3  Miss  Leavitt's  first  school,  and  she 
proved  herself  a  good  apprentice.  Trie  term  was  short  but  suc- 
cessful. 

District  No.  3.  The  teacher  was.one  of  experience,  and  her 
school  showed  that  she  knew  how  to  manage  it.  Good  order  and! 
thoroughness  in  studies  was  the  rule. 

District  No.  4.  Primary  Department.  The  fact  that  the  teach- 
er haj  been  so  long  in  this  school,  and  succeeded  so  weli  in  its 
management  is  sufficient  recommendation. 

The  teacher  of  the  senior  department  is  one  e-f  the  first  rank, 
and  this  school  has  prospered  as  might  be  expected  under  her  ad- 
ministration. 

District  No.  6.  The  teacher  proved  that  the  scholars  in  thi* 
District  are  capable  of  improvement,  for  she  succeeded  in  awaken- 
ing an  interest  in  the  school,  and  getting  the  children  engaged  in 
study. 

District  No.  8.  This  school  was  poorly  governed  last  year,  and 
it  took  the  teacher  sometime  to  restore  order  ;  and  then  the  schol- 
ars were  so  irregular  in  their  attendance  with  all  the  efforts  cf  one 
of  the  yery  best  of  teachers,  but  little  improvement  could  be 
made. 

District  No.  9.  The  teacher  has  taught  several  terms  in  this 
District.  I  did  not  visit  this  school  but  once,  but  from  the  reputa- 
tion of  the  teacher  and  the  appearance  of  the  school  when  the  term 
commenced,  I  have  no  doubt  but  the  improvement  was  good. 

District  No.  10.  This  was  the  teacher's  first  school,  and  if  she 
failed  in  any  respect  it  was  not  because  she  did  not  try  to  keep  a 
good  school.  She  worked  hard,  and  if  the  scholars  did  not  learn, 
the  fault  was  theirs.  The  improvement  was  about  medium.  She 
succeeded  as  well  as  most  beginners  do. 

District  No.  12.  This  school  made  but  little  improvement— 
the  teacher  seemed  better  adapted  to  playing  with  her  pupils  oat 
of  school  than  she  was  of  instructing  them  in  school.  She  was 
not  adapted  to  the  place,  took  but  little  interest  in  teaching,  and 
consequently  there  was  a  failure. 
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District  No.  13.  The  teacher  in  the  primary  department 
succeeded  very  well  with  this  numerous  family  of  little  folks.  The 
improvement  was  fair,  but  the  order  was  not  quite  what  it  should 
have  been. 

S.  Lowell  French  was  teacher  in  the  senior  department.  He  is 
•a  good  teaeher,  and  his  scholars  made  good  improvement  during 
this  term.  At  the  examination  at  the  close  of  the  term,  the  schol- 
ars acquitted  themselves  with  a  good  deal  of  credit  both  to  them- 
selves and  their  teacher. 

With  this  report  closes  my  connection  with  the  schools  in  this 
town.  My  association  with  the  schools  for  the  last  year  and  a  half, 
has  been  very  pleasant,  and  I  now  resign,  with  the  consciousness 
of  having  tried  to  do  the  best  I  could  for  the  good  of  all  concerned.

Report  of  schools,  winter  terra,  by  Mr.  Quimby,  appoint- 
ed Superintendent  on  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Smith. 

Teachers,  employed  in  town  the  present  winter,  have  been  ex- 
cellent, and  generally  well  adapted  to  the  places  engaged  for;  so 
that  it  is  difficult,  with  few  exceptions,  to  discriminate  between 
them.  All  have  appeared  to  labor  faithfully  for  their  respective 
schools,  securing  no  small  amount  of  knowledge  to  that  class  of 
pupils  who  have  made  a  corresponding  effort  themselves. 

For  statistics  please  consult  the  table  below,*  at  which  all  should 
carefully  look,  especially  to  the  column  of  tardinesses.  You  will 
see  that  District  No.  2,  summer  term,  with  17  pupils,  had  not  a 
single  case  of  tardiness,  and  in  winter  with  17,  only  one  ;  while 
No.  14,  with  15  scholars  had  but  one,  all  under  the  same  teacher. 
Has  she  some  magic  power  to  draw  the  pupils  to  her  thus  prompt- 
ly? or  did  the  parents  here  look  after  the  matter  as  all  should, 
thus  securing  the  excellent  result  ?  Then  in  vivid  contrast  comes 
No.  4,  which,  in  its  higher  department,  winter  term,  with  58  pu- 
pils, 565  case  !  Do  some  in  that  District  blush  at  these  figures  ?  No 
wonder.  We  certainly  hope  for  a  better  record  hereafter,  not 
only  from  them  but  from  other  parts  where  many  are  behind  time 
so  sadly.  Justice,  however,  requires  the  statement,  that  a  large 
number  of  the  pupils  in  town  have  no  marks  for  tardiness  against 
their  names  during  the  year.  For  instance,  in  No.  2,  winter  term, 
all  but  four  have  none.  Of  these,  two  have  one  each,  another 
eight,  and  the  remaining  one  nine.  Again,  look  at  the  amount  of 
average  attendance.  This  should  he  materially  improved.  Many 
of  the  Prudential  Committees  have  cyphers  standing  in  the  place 
where  the  number  of  their  visits  should  have  been  expressed.  Do 
such  feel  that  interest  in  the  schools  they  should  ?  Besides,  what  a 
lack  of  visiting  the  schools  by  citizens  !  They  ought  to  attend 
more  to  this;  not,  however,  for  the  purpose  of  criticising  and  find- 
ing fault,  but  to  encourage  and  help  on. 

Could  we  have  a  column  containing  a  correct  list  of  boys  in 
town  ungoverned  at  home,  and  attending  school  for  little  but  mis- 
chief and  disturbing  others,  it  would  present  a  few  lamentable 
cases,  cases  highly  ominous  of  evil  to  the  delinquents  themselves 
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and  to  others.     This   point  should  be  looked  to  by  all  who  desire 
the  public  good. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  break  up  the  peculiar  stereotyped 
method  of  reading,  found  in  the  schools  generally,  and  to  introduce 
a  habit  more  life-like  and  expressive  of  the  sentiment  uttered. 
Considerable  success  has  attended  the  effort  in  some  of  the  schools. 
A  class  in  No.  5.  and  the  pupils  in  No.  6,  have  done  the  most  in 
that  direction,  though  many  others  have  done  well.  This  effort 
should  be  followed  up,  though  not  to  the  neglect  of  other  points. 

A  few  of  the  teachers,  and  among  them  some  who  have  taught 
a  number  of  terms,  do  too  much  for  their  pupils.  They  will  dem- 
onstrate whatever  they  are  taking  up  with  perfect  clearness  once 
and  again,  and  then,  when  questioning  on  the  points,  if  the  pupil 
hesitates  a  moment,  give  a  part  of  the  answer,  perhaps  start  the 
leading  word,  or  even  half  of  the  word,  as  one  in  particular  has 
the  habit  of  doing  almost  constantly.  Under  such  a  mode  of 
teaching,  scholars  do  not  form  that  habit  of  self-reliance  which  is 
essential  to  their  real  success.  It  is  much  like  attempting  to  learn 
a  child  to  walk  by  catching  him  up  every  time  he  is  about  to  make 
his  effort  to  step,  and  carrying  him  most  of  the  way.  True  by  be- 
ing thus  helped,  the  pupil  is  carried  over  more  ground,  but  sadly, 
however,  to  his  disadvantage.  It  is  far  better  for  the  teacher  to 
let  him  have  time  to  try  himself;  No  matter,  if  he  does  blunder 
and  tumble,  provided  he  is  really  making  an  effort.  Some  of  the 
examinations  would  have  been  much  better,  had  the  principles  in 
this  suggestion  been  followed,  and  the  youths  been  much  farther 
advanced  in  the  way  of  true  education. 

Your  Committee  by  family  sickness  was  unable  to  visit  the 
schools  in  Nos.  8  and  7  at  their  close,  and  by  the  storm  and  blus- 
tering weather,  that  of  No.  9.  Let  us  now  glance  at  the  Districts 
separately : 

No.  1.  Very  good  order,  medium  improvement.  Pupils  should 
look  more  into  the  reason  of  things. 

No.  2.  Order  rather  above  medium,  though  pupils  were  allow- 
ed to  assist  each  other  in  school  hours,  a  habit  of  questionable  util- 
ity. Went  over  more  ground  than  could  be  reviewed  and  fasten- 
ed in  mind.  Hence  the  examination  did  not  give  full  credit  for 
the  thorough  and  lucid  instruction  of  the  teacher  and  close  appli- 
cation of  the  pupils.     Some  read  quite  well. 

No.  3.  School  in  all  respects,  as  to  teacher  and  taught,  appear- 
ed to  excellent  advantage,  and  indicative  of  good  progress,  unless 
that  accumulation  of  tardy  marks  counteracted  their  efforts. 

No.  4.  Term  exceedingly  broken  up  by  sickness.  Both  de- 
partments had  to  suspend  awhile,  the  primary  longer  than  the  oth- 
er from  the  illness  of  the  teacher.  Two  pupils  died.  By  reason 
of  this  sickness,  the  number  of  attendants  very  much  diminished 
towards  the  close  of  the  school.  Some  left  also  to  attend  the  Acad- 
emy. But  a  number  fell  off  for  neither  of  these  reasons,  their 
parents  permitting  them  to  roam  at  large,  spending  what  time  they 
chose  about  the  school  house,  pelting  it  with  snow  balls,  and  in 
various  ways  annoying  those  who  continued  to  attend  school.  Ma- 
ny of  those  within,  on  your  Committee's  last  visit  with  Mr.  Task- 
er,  appeared  absent  minded,  as  though  their  whole  desire  was  to 
be  somewhere  else.  Order  below  medium.  Mr.  Tasker  is  one  of 
the  best  of  teachers,  and  secured  as  much  improvement  to  his  pu- 
pils as  could  be  looked  for  under  the  circumstances.    Miss  Merrill's 
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pupils  exhibited  no  little  enthusiasm  in  their  recitations,  especially 
in  Geography,  pointing  out  the  various  places  on  the  Outline 
Maps  with  surprising  readiness.  They  have  advanced  well  in 
reading  also.  Their  general  improvement  has  been  all  we  could 
expect.  Miss  M.  would  do  well,  however,  to  break  up  that  loud 
studying,  which  some  occasionally  get  into. 

No  5.  Order  and  general  improvement  good,  though  a  little 
misunderstarding  between  some  of  the  boys  tended  to  mar  these 
for  a  while. 

No.  6.  Excellent  order  and  improvement.  Much  enthusiasm 
among  the  scholars  in  their  exei'cises.  Singing  and  rehearsing 
pieces  good. 

N.  7.  Teacher  appeared  to  be  laboring  earnestly  and  suc- 
cessfully for  the  school.  Pupils  studious.  Hear  a  good  report  of 
them. 

No.  8.  Term  much  broken  up  by  sickness  ;  still  the  few  pre- 
sent at  the  close  gave  good  evidence  of  considerable  improve- 
ment. Pupils  held  under  good  control.  But  how  that  broken 
glass  looks  !  Why  not  put  outside  window  shutters  to  the  house  till 
the  hard  times  are  over,  and  you  can  fit  you  such  a  houae  as  you 
need  ? 

No.  9.  The  best  of  order  and  everything  indicative  of  rapid 
improvement. 

No.  10.  Marked  improvement  in  order,  and  generally  fair  ad* 
vancements  in  other  respects. 

11.  This  teacher  has  done  well,  securing  good  improvement; 
order,  in  school  hours,  excellent;  but  as  soon  as  dismissed,  some  of 
the  pupils  exhibited  very  uncouth  habits. 

No.  12.  When  first  visited,  some  of  the  boys  appeared  very 
unruly,  so  that  your  Committee,  fearing  that  his  official  aid  would 
be  needed,  repeated  his  visit  in  a  few  days.  Things  now  appear- 
ed better.  The  teacher  struggled  on  unaided,  brought  order  out 
of  confusion.  Pupils  at  the  close  gave  evidence  of  fair  improve- 
ment generally,  excellent  on  dome  points;  and  that  they  had  learn- 
ed to  yield  obedience  to  the  teacher's  requirements  in  the  school 
room,  a  very  needful  and  important  lesson. 

No.  13.  Kept  two  weeks  in  two  department?,  when  from  the 
excessively  crowded  state  of  the  rooms,  had  to  open  a  third  de- 
partment at  a  vestry,  all  of  which  tended  to  keep  things  in  an 
unsettled  state  longer  than  usual.  Mr.  Hill  had  good  order  and 
lead  his  pupils  much  to  their  profit,  that  is,  those  who  would  try 
for  themselves.  Much  the  same  may  be  said  of  Miss  Ay  res,  who 
was  assigned  to  a  medium  grade  of  pupils.  Miss  Dow,  having  the 
smallest  to  deal  with,  found  it  more  difficult  to  secure  good  order 
and  close  attention  to  study.  But  she  labored  with  much  success. 

No.  14.   Order  and  improvement  good.
